had any underſtanding, and were not partakers with them, and 
bent upon their deceits) diſcern them guilty of cheſe 
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ifelyes in this life, which is a great crrovr, aud diſcovers

them to be deceived, and the truth not in them, and:ſo to ſwarve 
from the Apottles Doctrine, who never ſaid of themſelves or any 
other Man or Woman beſides Chriſt Jeſus, that they had no fin 
in them; it is ſaid indeed of Chriſt chat he was manifeſted to 
take away ſin, and in him is no ſia, 1 Job. y. 4, 5: but neyer is 
it ſo ſaid of any other. It is ſaid indeed that he that abideth in 
Him finneth not, and he that is born of God doth not commit or 
work fin, becauſe the ſeed of God abides in him, neither can he 
fin (that is as before, commit, work or yeild up to ſin) becauſe he 
is born of God, which is no more then a Man a&ed and lead of 
God cannot therein fin or do fin, but it is no where ſaid by any 
one of the Saints of themſelvet, or of any of their Brethren chat 
they had no fin in them or were not ſinners; but on the contrary, 
if we ſay ſaith the Apoſtle Jobn, 1 Jeb. 1.8, 9, 10. that we have 
no fin, we deceive our ſelves, and the truth is not in us; if the 
Apoſtle ſaid ſo of themſelves, what ſhall we fay of theſe Mens 
witneſſings of themſelves, that they have no fin, but that they 
are deceived, and no truth in them, and ſo that they are reprobate 
concerning the faith, and though they may ſpeak many truth, 
as the Devill alſo can to deceive, yet the truth is not in chem, Paul 
faith of himſclfe, Rom. 7. 16, 17. If I dothat which I would not, 
I conſent to the Law that ir is good, no then it is no more l, but 
fin that dwelleth in me, and that in him that is in his fleſh dwel- 
leth no good thing, and again verſ. 20. If I do that would nor, 
it is no more I, but fin that dwelleth in me, &c. yea in Tim, 1,10 

He ſaich he was then when an Apoſtle the cheife of finners, for - 
he ſayes in the preſent time ſpeaking of ſinners, of whom 1 am 
(not I'was, but Iam) the cheife, Solomon alſo faith, x Kings. 8. 
46, There is no Man that finneth not, and Prov. 20,9. who can 
fay I have made my heart clean, I am pure from my fin, and in 
Ectleſ. 7. 20. There is not a juſt Man upon Earth that doth good 
and finneth not, and David, if thou Lord ſhalt mark iniquities 
who can ftand, (as implying that none can, Pſal. 130. 3. and 
James, in many things we offend all, Fames 3. 1, 2. It ls true in- 
deed that CHRIST ſaid of Nathaniel that he was an Iſrcelite, 
in whom was no guile, Job. 1. 47. which George Whitebead urged 
to that parpoſe : but as was then anſwered him, it is not ſaid 


that 
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that there was no fin in him, and _ he pleaded that all fin 
is guile, yet the contrary was teftified from 1 Pet. 2. 1, 2, where 
hypocriſy, and envy, and malice, and evill ſpcakings are diftin- 
guiſhed from guile, guilc being a deceitfull hiding a Mans fin, 
as may be ſeen in Pal. 32. 2, 3, 4. where keeping loſe, and not 
confeſſing a Mans fin is oppoſed to a Man in whole ſpirit is no 
guile, or guile is double hearteduefſe or deceit; and though the 
ſaid George Whitehead not acquieſcing in the clear diſtinction of 
Scripture, diftinguiſhing guile from other fins, argued thut, all 
fin is a tranſgreſſion of the Law, but guile is a tranſgreſſion of the 
Law, therefore gulle is all fin, yet aſl that can underſland Argu- 
ment or Reaſoning, may diſcern that therein he ſhewed himſelf 
to be a Deceiver and Sophiſter, for by that way of Reaſoning as 
was then anſwered him, a Man may prove that lying is all ſin, be- 
cauſe after the ſame manner a Man may reaſon : All fin is a 
tranſgreſſion of the Law, but lying is a tranſgreſſion of the Law, 
and ſo murther and adultery, aꝑd theft ſtiould not be diftin& fins 
from lying, thas this nlefaefs in this life was pleaded for at 
both Meetings, is a thing known to all the Hearers generally, 
pleaded for | ſay as a thing attained by ſome Beleivers, if not all, 
and ſo a thing witneſſed by ſome of themſelves :' as alſo it ap- 
peares in the Declaration of their faith by Edward Burrough, where 
it is ſaid page 4. that they beleive the Saints upon Earth may be 
Aly freed from the body of fig and death; and ina Book of 
Margaret Abbots, that they who have beltived in CHRIS T, the 
ſecond Adam comes to prove the firſt Adams ſtate before the Fall: 
not ſhall come, but comes, and however it is falſe, for Adam before 
his Fall had neither fin in him, nor death upon him, but ſurely 
the Quakers muſt dye as well as other Men; Adam alſo before his 
Fall was under a Covenant of work«, do this and live, and 
might poſſibly fin and dye, but not ſo the Beleivers : not 
under a Covenant of workes here, nor hereafter, after the Re- 
ſurrection capable of ſinning and dying; ſo that herein they are 
concluded to be Preachers of lyes and errours, under pretence of 
Preaching perſection; that we are compleat in Chrift, and by 
the grace of Chriſt received, ſhall be, and may be here made per- 
fe hearted with Chriſt, and in due time at the comming ol 
A 3 Chriſt 
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Chriſt again be made perfect by Chriſt, we ſay, and ſo the Apo- 
ſtles preached; but chat ſome are finleſſe here, neither Christ, nor 
any Apofile or Prophet ever preached of any, except Chrift, 
therefore theſe People the Quckers are Deceivers, Look to your 
ſelves people that you do not follow them, for then will you go 
into Deſtruction; This leading Men to pride and preſumption in 
themſelves, and to neglect Chrift, and dependance upon him, 
and his Mediation for thetn. 1 
2 The ſaid J7obn M biiebead, George Whitebead, and George Fox, 
at the ſaid Meetings were clearly proved and difcovercd to be re- 
p u. concerning the faith, as touching the Perſon of Chriſt, 
for they did not, nor could be brought to acknowledge that Chriſt 
is glorified in the Heavens without all Men, the Heavens above 
the Clouds, and diſtinct from the viſible Earth in the ſame bod 
which ſuffered, was crucificd, dead, and buried; but then 4 
Fobn Whitebead nſeing ſubtlety, would ſreme to confeſſe that he 
hath a Body glorificd in the Heavens, yet he diſcovered himfclf 
to be wickedly crroneous in ata, what ? a Heaven many miles 
diſtant from us, as deny ing that he w at ſuch a diſtanc in bis 
Body from Beleivers, and pleading thac he being the head of his 
Church, and they his member, there could be no ſuch diftance 
to which it was replyed(and he could noc deny it) that Belzivers 
are Members one of another, and yet might be 500. or a 1000. 
miles diſtant, as to bodily pre ſence; yea when it wa; urged a- 
gainſt him, that the Apoſtle ſayes while we are at home in the 
body, we are abſent from the Lord; the ſaid Foby would have 
evaded it by ſaying, while the mind goes out after earthy or bo- 
dily things, though it is clear there, as wat obſerved to him that 
the Apoſile ſpeakes of themſclves, ar looking at things not ſeen, 
and walking by faith, not by fight, net going out after earthy 
thines, but confident and deſitous rather to be abſent from the 
body, and as all the Chapter before makes i: evident, as alſo 
Philip. 1. 215 22. That he ſpeakes of being abſent from the natu- 
rall body, and at home in the naturall body, and ſo that while 
at home in that carihy Houſe of this Tabernac!:, ot earthy Body, 
they were abſent from the Lord. The other 2, alſo, the 2. Geerges 
before'mentioncd(it wis evident to all the pcon'e that would ſee)

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by no meanes would be drawn to give a dire anſwer to this 


Queſtion, whether Chriſt hath any body ef fleſh and bones di Eßb. 5. 3. 


ſtinct from all other Bodies and ſpitits of Men, or of all his peo- 
ple, but they ſaid that they were fleſh ot his fleſh, and bone of 
his bone, which the Apoſtles never preached, but only that Be- 
leivers are members of his Body, (namely his mifticall Body ) 
of his flcſh and ofhifbones, not ficth of his fleſh, and bone of his 
bone z and ſometimes again they would ſay that Chr iſt had, and 
hath a body diſtinct from this fleſh and bone, pointing to their 
own bodies, and giving this diſtinction, that their body or fleſn 
might be ſeen, but he hath a body that cannot be ſeen to the out- 
ward eye; ſtill meaning no other, but all his Church or people; 
yea though they ſaid the ſame body that ſuffered was glotifieti at 
Gods right hand in Heaven, yet (till they meant but his Church, 
either by his body, or by the Heavens, which appeared in that 
they would not be drawn to anſwer to the Queſtion as before; 
whether he hath a Body diftin& from all the bodies and ſpirits 
of all Belcivers; no is alſo a very fundimentall errour con- 
erary to the Scripture was ſhewed from Luke 24. 39. that he 
had a body of fleſh and bones, with hands and feet, &c, and 
verſ. 50, 51. that he in that body was ſo carried up into Heaven, 
as to be parted from his Diſciples, and nor carryed up into them, 
and from 1 Tbeſſ. 4. 15, 16. and Phil. 3, 20, 21. where it is 
ſaid, Chriſt ſhall deſcend trom Heaven, but not from but tohis 
Church and people, yea this of the Quatzers denying that body 
glorified,doth at once turn ug.þy the roots all the faith of Chriſts 
appearing in the preſence of God to mediate for ue, and make 
interceſſion, in which the Apoſtles and Primitive belcivert' had 
ſo much of their hope and rejoycing, Rom. 8. 33, 34+ and al- 
all the faith and hope of his glorious diſcending end comming 
from Heaven again tg change our vile bodies that they might be 
faſhioned into the likeneſſe of his glorious body; if there be no 
{uch body of his for our vile bodies to be made like unto, and ſo 
alſo of all the Kingdome and glory to be revealed to and injoyed 
by the Saints, inſtead of which one of them ( Joſeph Fiſher in a 
paper we had from bim) talkes of the new birth or babe in men 
now changing the naturall body into the likeneſſe of his before 
the

the ſeperation of body and ſpirit,therein ing with Hymenew 
and Philetus that were out of the Apoſtles faith: and ſaid the re- 
ſarre&ion is now made, 2Tim.2.16,17,18- and are not theſe per- 
ſons of very dangerous principles that ſtrike off ſo much of the 
faith and hope of the Goſpel at a blow; people take heed of them. 
3. Yea they are, and ſo diſcovered themſelves at both choſe 
meetings to be reprobate concerning the fallin touching the 
reſurrection of the dead, for they poſſitively affirmed that the 
ſame body that dyes ſhall not be raiſcd again, and would have 
perverted the ſcriptures of the Apoſtle, in x Cor,15. To ſerve 
their turne reading it, that which thou ſoweſt is not quickned, 
and leaving out except it dye; ſo Jobn Mbiiebead at Gedney, and 
ſo the other at Lin left out part of the next verſe, and when it 
was urged the the Apoſtle ſays, it is ſown a naturall body, it is 
raiſed a ſpirituall body, it the ſame it that is ſowne is raiſed, 
though it riſe not the ſame, {in the ſame quallicy or condition 
yet it would not be received ; but it was (aid anther body is raiſ- 
cd up or given it, and when we asked itebead whither that 
which ſhall be given inſtead of the that dyed was ever 
dead, he plainly ſaid he would not anſwer it; nor did he, as 
alſo he argued againſt the redemption of the body to be waited 
ſor or expected after death, and ſaid the Apoſtles had it before 
the death of the body, likewiſe it being propounded to George 
Fox what that is that ſhould rife, he ſaid a ſpirituall body; being 
atked whether that ſpirituall body was ever dead, he would not 
anſwer, but in generall zquivocall termes, that which dyed it, or 
ſha]l be raiſed (which they might meane of the dead ſpirii dead 
in fin) but would not be brought to confeſſe that, that body that 
dyes ſhall be raiſed, or to ſay whither the ſpirituall body was e- 
ver dead. | | 
4» We alto further in both places proved them to be Antichrifti- 
ans, and privily to deny or not to confeſſe, magnify or lift up 
Chriſt as come in the fleſh by a paſſage in that book of Edward 
Burroxghs before mentioned of the Quekers fo called, where it is 
faid that Chriſt is to be known aftcr the ſpirit, as he was before 
the world was, and that is the knowledge of him which is to e- 
ternall ſalvation, which is a aery plain diſcovery of them to be 


Antichriſtian 
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Antichriftian, and ſubtle deceivert, for though they in the (aid 
booke acknowledge that Chriſt was made manifeſt in Judea and 
Jeruſalem, and was perſecuted, and crucified, aroſe, and af- . 
cende i, and is glorificd at Gods right band, yet they make no 
mention of his bearing or ſuffering for fins in his deaths: and 
by what is before ſaid, it is evedent they therein are deceitſull 
and 2quivocategygalſo in that he ſavs a little before, that be is 
given into all che world, and no Nation, Countrey, and people 
is excepted, him co all mankind is he given, and bach lightned 
them, cis manifeſt to them that can and will ſee that he means 
of him but as a light or principle given into men, and they can 
&c may in their eanting language ſay ſo too, he is manifeſt in Enge 
land, and is perſecuted, and dycr, and riſes as well, as in Fudea, 

and Feruſalem, however in the foreſaid expreſſion they make no- 

thing of his being borne, ſuffering and dying in the flelb, while 

they imply that the knowing of him as ſo, is not to eternall fal- 

vation, but the knowledge of him aftcr the ſpirit, as he was be- 

fore the world, whilc they make that the knowledge of him to 
eternall ſalvation, they imply that other knowledges of him 

are not that knowledge to ſalvation, and when they ſay after the 
ſpirit, as he was before the world was, they iatimately deny his 
humanity now remaining; yea theſaying he is to be known after 
the ſpirit as he was before the world was, implyes and manifefts 
their great ignorance and error, for the Apoſtle makes the know- 
ledge of him as one that dyed for all and roſe againe, that know- 
ledge of him aſter the ſpirit by which they were led, no more to 
know him afecr the fleſh, ſo much is plaine, 2 Cor. 5. 14, 15, 16. 
Of which more by and by, but that the knowledge ot him atter the 
ſpirir,as he was before the world was, is nat the knowledge of him 
to eternall ſalvation, but on the contrary, the knowledge of 
him as ſent forth and come in the fleſh, is that knowledge of 
him that is co eternall ſalvation, the ſcriptures plainly teſtify 
while they ſay we preach Chriſt crucified to the Few, a ftambling 
block, and to the Gentile fooliſhneffe, but to them that are ſaved 
Chriſt the power of God, and the wiſedome of God, and the 
ſame Apofile ſays he defired to know nothing but Chri and 
him crucified, 1 Cor. 2. 18, = 23. and 2. 2. And if thou con- 
feſſe 
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ſeſſe wich thy mouth Jeſus the Lord, and belcive in thy heart 
chat God hath raiſcd him from the dead, thou ſhalt be ſaved, 
Row, 10, 9. and again, Paul tells the Corinthians that they were 
ſaved by the Goſpell he preached to them, if they kept it in me- 
mory how he had preached, namely that Chrift dyed for our fins 
according to the Scriptures, and was buried and roſe again the 
third day according to the Scriptures, 1 Cor. 15. 1, 2, 3, 44 And 

he calls his Goſpell the preaching of the Croſſe, all which 
plainly informes us that the knowledge of Chriſt that is 
to eternall ſalvation is the knowledge of him as ſent 
of God, and come in che fleſh , and not as he was 


before the world was, for as ſo he dyed not for our 
' finnes „ nor was buried, nor roſe againe , much leſſe 


were any of theſe things affirmable of him as he was beforethe 
world was, ſo as that herein they clearly diſcoyer themſelves to 


be Antichriſtian according to that rule of knowing ſpirits given 


us by the ApoſtlesFob.4.2,3. That every fpiric that eonſeſſeth not 
Che ſaith not, that plainly and exprefly denyeth the comming 
of Antichrit is more deceitfull then ſo, but that conſeſſeth 
not, which as the ſame word often ſignifies, is as much ar ſpeakes 
not out plainly, exalts not, magnifies not) Chriſt come in the 
fleſh is not of , but is that Mpirit of Antichriſt, and is not 
this a not confeſſing Chriſt come inthe fleſh, to make the know- 
ledge of him as not come in the fleſh, (for as he was before the 
. world was, he was not come in the fleſh) the knowledge of him 
to ſalvation: none of the Quakers beſore mentioned, or of 
their followers diſowned the booke, or the expreſſion at the ſaid 
meetings, but Jobn I bitebead ſought to evade it, and blinde the 
people by telling chem he knew the me aning of the ſpirir, that it

his impudency appeared in giving a ſenſe and meaning of it con- 
trary to the expreſſion, for Chriſt as he was before the world 
wu, andChriſt as come in the fleſh are contrary, as muchas come 
Un the fleſh and not come in the fley fokhe was before the world 
| was, 
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wat, he came not in the ficſh, nor dyed, nor ſuffered, and that he 
is now as he was before the world was, is as much as to ſay, he is 
not the man Chriſt Jeſus, contrary to 1 Tim. 2. 5. And ſo denies 
his humanity, and ſo as ſome read that in Fobn, doth ſolvere Je- 
ſwn, looſe the true nature of Chriſt; devides and deftroyes the 
humanity, yea and all the virtue and conſideration of all he did 
in the fleſh, their being none of that with him before the world 
was, as with reſpect to which God acted and eff:&ed any thing; 
the other M bitebead as blindly endeavored to juftific it, by alledg 
ing, 2 Cor. 5. 16. Henceforth know we no man after the 
yl though we had knowne Chriſt aſter the fleſh; yet hencefor.h 
now we him no more, to prove that the Apoſtles did not 
know him as one that came xe luffered in the fleſh, or to bein 
the fleſh, but onely as in the ſpirit as before the world was, when 
by the ſame reaſon the Apoſtle ſhould not have knowne any of 
the Eorintbs then (o have or to be then in the fleſhy for he ſays 
he knew no man after the fleſh, as well az not Chi iſt, as —— 
him, yea and that it was that very judgem t and know of 
Chriſt as one that dyed for all, and waFifen againe, that the A- 
poſtle ſayes,dclivercd chem from knowing Chi iſt atter the fleſh, 
(as was before hinted) q—_ for having ſaid, verſe 14. 15. 
If one dyed for all, then all dyed, and that he dyed for all, &c. 
He add: wherefore,(as if he ſhould ſay upon this ground and ac- 
count &) henceforth (that is from the time we have received this 
— — that one dyed for all and roſe againe henctforth) 
we no man after the fleſh, &c. As was urged him tohis 
confufion, for he anſwered not to vindicate that ir: tion, 
but flew from thas to the 1 Fob. 1. 12, 3, 4. Which alſo ev

rantof what we mean by nature, which (as in Hebrewes 2. 16, It 
isaidahs nature of Angells) ſignifies as ſpoken of mankind 
the common being or —— ot man, which as in Alam fal'n, 
and in all his naturall offipring is ſinfull and corrupt, but as the 
ſame being of man or humanity is in Chriſt, ſo though it was 
under fin, and law, and death, yet in the re ſutrection it is diſ- 
charged thereof, ſo as in him is neither fin by imputation, 
much leſſe which never was any inherency of fin, nor death fog 
fin, but how ſhould they not cavill againſt this, ſeeing they deny 
the humanity of Chriſt, and judge him oue ly a ſpirit, as he was 
the world was, and ſay of themſelves that they have no 
ſin ; and belides this, they ſhewed much impudeiicy and falſhood 
in che ſaid latter meeting; at, 
1 Ia not holding to what was promiſed us of having the li- 
of our meeting and uſual exerciſe without interruption, but

2 In. wrefting our words, as becauſe it was ſaid to George 
Whitehead that he ſhould have leave preſently co ſay his mind, 
the uſuall ſenſe of which word, preſently is anon, or after a 
fhort ſpace, hc replyed preſently ie now, and ſo wculd binder 
the finiſhing of our diſcourſe, unleſſe we would have ſpent our 
time echte 1 about it.

5 In p ing what they theniſelves were not willing to 
affert any thing about, whereas what we nded, we did as 
well, or were as willing to affert our own judgments in it, as 
inquire theirs ; they propounded à Queſtion about the blood of 
Chrift, where it is, becauſe we aſſerted the body of Chrift, fleſh 
and bones aſcended into Heaven; touching which, let it be 
minded that they themſelves would not confeſſe his materiall 
blood remaining, and how ſhould they, when they beleive not 
the remaining of his perſonall body, as appeares by what was 
noted before of them, and yet would not be fatirfied wich our 
anſwer, that his blood was fhed or poured out for the remiſſion of 
our ſim, and in the vircues of it is with the Father, alwayes re- 
membred and minded by him, and ſo in and with Chriſt, be- 
cauſe ve could not certainly aſſert that his materiall blood that 
was ſhed, was united again in the reſurrection of his body with 
his raiſed body, becauſe the Scripture is chere in filent, menti- 
oning fle ſh and bones, but never blood in it that we find, though 
as we told them, if they could prove it, ſo we would beleive 
them z but it was ſaid that the virtues of a thing, and the thing 
it ſelfe could not be ſeperated, which is falſe : for the virtues 
of Chriſts death and reſurrrection abide yet, though the act of 
his dying, and fo of his reſurrection or riſing, is long fince o- 
ver and paſt, Phil. 3. 9, 10. indeed George Fox would have been 
bolting out his groſſe corrupt conce ii. oi Chriſt dying, alw3yes 
mentioning chm 2 Cr. 4. 10. but chat he frared we would take 
him in it, ( Iconctive ) and therefore he flew from it againe, 
and let it fall; it war alſu urged by chem that the blood of 
Chriſt being the foundation of dur ſaich, it muſt alwayes abide, 
or elſe our foundation abides not, and thereupon they would 
2 the people thitwe rd a foundation of faith to 

heth chat we knew not where ir wat, though they had no cauſe 
ſor it 3 chis being then anſwered them, chat the dying of Chriſt 
dr his death is che foundation, or of the foundation of our faith, 
andi yet his dying, ar to the aft of ity is not Awayes in being, 
at le, he is not always dying; nor is che blood fimply the 
Jon ation of bar faith, but Chriſt himſelfe by vertue of it, as 
it was ſhed for us, and he _ from the dead, and he abides 
ever, 
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ever, and is in Heaven, which was anſwer full enough, yet be- 
cauſe we could not ſay poſitively, and prove by Scri more 
then God hath revealed, (for we told them we anſwered them 
as far as it was revealed to us by God in the Scriptures.) where 
the very materiall blood of Chriſt is, thereſore they would beare 
us in hand that we preacht a foundation of faith which we could 
not tell where it was; to ſhew their vanity in which, let cheſe 
things be minded. | 
x That it is no ſhame to us not to know things further then 
God hath revealed, as it was not for Chriſt, as Man, not to 
know the 1 hour mentioned, Mar. 13. 32. namely of the 
end of the World, which end of the World yet he preached, 
Or then it was for Ta to ſay, behold God is great, we know 
him not, and the number of his yeares cannot be ſearched, Fob. 
36. 26. It is rather a virtue, to which we are adviſed not to be 
wiſe, or think, or gueſſe above what is written; there are indeed 
very probable Arguments uſed to prove that that precious blood 
was reunited again with the body of Chrift in the reſurrection, 
at leaft they ſeem to have ſome force, as that in. Scripture it is 
oppoled to corruptible things, 1 Pet. 1. 18. ang that being part 
the body of Chriſt united to the Diety or Divine nature, it 
ſeemes needſull that it ſhould be reunited with the body, as ne- 
ver from the Diety divided; but then the __ ſaith, fleſh arid 
blood cannot inherit the Kingdom of God, though to that it 
is anſwerable, that ic ſayes not Chriſts fleſb and blood is not in 
Heaven? nor ſpeakes he there of that, but of Men in this mor- 
tall tate, nor ſays that that body which now is fleſh and bloed 
ſhall not, when changed, inherit oe Wagons of God, but 
chat fleſh and blood canpot, and fleſh and blood uſually figni- 
fies the mortall body, or Man in a mortall tate while his life is 
in his blood, and is continued by a continuall nouriſhment and 
ſupply thereof ; again that which was blood before, may be in 
the changed ftate turned into pure life and ſpirits, the thing or 
ſubſtance remaining, though not in the ſame form of blood ; 
but theſe things being but probabilities, not plainly. afferted in 
the Scriptures, therefore we conceive it is better not to be too 
pofitive cherein , but obſerve the adviſe before mentioned, 
1 Cor. 4+ 6. eſpecially ſeeing,

ached at any time to them by us) to know that the materiall 

lood of Chriſt, which was ſhed, is in the perſonall body of

for the remiſſion of our fins, and chat the ſheding of it, and 

Ede ſuffering, and death of Chrift therein are fo precious, 

and of ſuch eternall virtue with God, that by meanes thereof 

Chriſt is glorified, and made Lord, and Chriſt a high 

Preiſt for us, in whom by virtue of that his once ſuffering, and 

oſſering, the ſanctified are for ever perfected, ( compleatly pro- 

vided hor of all things pertaining to life and godlinefſe) » as 
there needs no more — bloodſhed for remiflion of fins, 
but by that blood, and its ſhedding, we may at all times have 
accefſe to, and acceptance with God, and ſo that it is alwayes 
in the eye, mind, and remembrance of God for us, as ſprinkled 
before him, and by his ſpirit in the Goſpell declared and tefti- 
fied of, and ſo ſpiritually in the diſcoveries of it, as ſo ſhed, 
and as ſo virtuous, ſprinkled upon the mind and conſcience of 
the Beleiver, juſtifying and cleanfing him from all fin; and thats 
it, the Beleiver — it, as ſhed for him, and the ends and 
virtues of its ſhedding,ſhall find and prove, and ſo ſhall feel it in its 
virtues and efficacies in bis own heart and conſcience, as being 
chere in alſo ſpiritually drunk by him, (and ſo one of the wit- 
neſſes on Earth witneſſing Jeſus the Chrift, 1 Fob. 5. 8.) though 
as to the reall and preſent exiſtence of it, as materiall blood, he 

know nothing. 2 
3 That its an evidence of theſe peoples craft and deceit, that 

in their Diſputes what ever, they pretend to people, yet their 

deſigne is to amuſe and trouble them, and to ſeek to render their 

Teachers as Perſons not to be liftencd to by them, ( a right 

trick of Wolves and Foxes) and not to diſcover and boult out 

truth, and therefore propound Queſtione, concerning which 
themſelves have no faith, nor dare aſſert any thing, nor matter 
whether there be reaſon and equity in whas they ſay, and de- 
mand, ſo they may ſcem to ſay ſomething which whether it 
be a badge of Chriſts Prophets and Apoſtles, or of Deceivers and 

Sophiſters, let all judgs Its a true ſaying that a Fool may que- 

riemore in an hour then a wiſe Man may be able to reſolve in a 

year; 
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year ; they might as well bave asked where the death of Chriſt 
is, or where his rifing again is, and we might have asked them 
when, and how the light (which they ſay is in every man) firſt 
enters and comes into Men, and what it firſt Boomers in greet; 
cular to every Man, and how long it ſhall be continued wich a- 
ny Man that rebels 2 it, and many ſuch things : but | 

4 We do not fault or condemn them for not aſſerting things 
not revealed, but for ſleighting and denying things revealed, and 
aſſerting contrary to what is written: as for ſaying ſome Men 
have no fin in them, contrary and beſides te what the, Scripture 
aſſerte, ( the way to make them proud and preſumptuous, and 
rejecters of Chriſt) and for denying what the Scripture $ a= 
bout the body of Chrift, and the reſurrection of Mens bodies, 
and about the knowledge of Chriſt, that is neceſſary to ſalvation,

That it is ſaid, how ſhall chey-beletve in him of whom 
thcy have not heard, and how ſhall they heare without a preach- 
er, and bow ſhall they (not he or it ) preach except they (not he 
or it.) be ſent, as ſpeaking of a plurality of preachers, as means 
of. taich which cannot be affirmed or underſtood of Chiift onely 
preaching in men, or the light or gead in men, for thats but

3 He ſaid the Apofiles did not bring light to men, but orely 
pointed to what they had before, which is evedently falſe, for 
the Apoſlles were not onely wittneſſes to the light men had be- 
ſore, but the light of the world too, Mat.

(arc the word of Gods (vation is light, as is clearly fignified, 
alſo verſ. 46, 47. Which being ſent of God by the Apoſtles, 
proves that the Apoſtles brought light to men, contrary 7 
Whitebeads ſaying: this way of theirs then greatly ſwarves from 
the Apoſtles doctrin, & expoſes men to follow ſome light of their 
own fire, & ſparks of their own kindling, ſo to follow their own 
irit, (which they repreſent as a light candle in every man) as 
the falſe Prophets and erring people did, Iſa. 50. 11. — 13. 3. 
As if chat was the light of Chrift which alſo may diſcover 
Come things, and reprove for ſome fins, otherwiſe it were in no 
danger to cheat men, as Satban doubtleſſe as tram iformed into an 
Angell of light may reprove of ſome fins, and preſſe to ſome 
duties for his one ends, as to deceive men and lead them into 
greater fins, as to cruſt in themſelves as their owne Saviours, (as 
Lak. 18. 10, 11.) and neglect Chriſt as we alſo alledged; for 
why cannot he play the hypocrite himſelſe as well as his Meſſen- 
gert, who are ated to it by him, 2 Cor. 11.14,15.Math., 23. 14.15. © 
4 We found alfo diverſe of that party at Gedney, and choſe 
none of the meaneſt of them Faule of making and facing out a 
notorious falſhood to uphold the fallen eredit of their cauſe, 
for when to the queſtion about the gift of God (as Fobn I biiebead 
called ĩt) to be raiſed in ſtead of the body that dies, via. Whither 
it was ever dead or not, the ſaid Jobn had twice poſitively faid he 
would not ani wer it z diverſe of them together afterward ſhamed 
not, in the hearing of the audience to afficm & contend that he had 
given ſome anſwer to it: of thefalſhood of which ( beſides the 
contradicting of it by many then preſent) we fince have from 
one of them received this intimate acknowledgement in aletter 
directed to us, that he ſays to prevent our boaſting in that matter,

5 George Whitehead alſo at Lin further maniſeſted his corrupt 
mind while he brought that in Rom. 10. 6, 7, 8. and Dutri. 30. 
12, 13, 14. The word is nigh thee even in thy heart, and in th 
mouths &c. As deriding at mens faith in the death and bloud- 
ſhed of Chriſt bey ond ſea, and at Jeruſalem; as if that was not a 
good foundation of faith, or in it, but as if ihe dying and rifing 
of Chriſt is ſomething in men; refufing to read on, and take no- 
tice of what the Apofile ſays that word is, namely the word which 
the Apoſtles preached, which as a word of faith is in the belejyery 
heart, where the righteouſnefſe of faith is, and as preached or 
confeſſed, is in his mouth; and therein the ſaying of Moſes fall- 
filled ; and this he ſaith is the word, that if thou ſhalt conſeſſe 
with thy mouth Feſas the Lord, and ſhalt beleive in thine hears 
that God hach raifed him from the dead, thou ſhalt be ſaved; 
he ſays not if thou ſhalc beleive that Chtiſt is raiſed in thy heart, 
av if the death and reſurrection of Chrift, which the Apoftles 
preached, was in the miſtery the dying of ſome ſeed or principle 
in men by their corruptions oppreſſing it, and then again 
above them; for that is not, ae matter tobeleived bar felt ra- 
ther, nor is ſuch a dying of Chrift for the benefit, but for the 
hurt of men: and the dying of corruption and prevalency of 
grace where it iᷣ in trutb, is not Chriſts reſurrection, but is included 
in the ſaving, aſſerted as the fruit, and conſequence of mens be- 
leiving with the heart that Chrift is raiſed; in this therefore 
he manifeſted his groſſe corruption. 

6 The ſaid George Whitebead, and George Fox propunded ano- 
ther queſtion, after which our meeting concluded : namely, 
whither the light that lighteth every man be a naturall or a ſpi- 
rituall light, to which we gave this anſwer, that that light is 
Chriftz no naturall but a Tae man and light, but he glyeth 


to men both naturall and fp U light, and fo the light with 
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which helighteth men is both naturall and” ſpirĩtuall, chat is to 
ſay (as we alſo explained our ſelves) all good, both naturalland 
ſpirituall we have from and by meanes of him as he dyed for 
ut, and: is. riſen again; - light in the ſcripture fignifying boch 
good, as oppoſed to diltrefſe and evill, called dark neſſe, (fee 
Eft. 8. 16. I/. 8. 22. and the 45.7. and the 50. 10) and allo the 
knowledge of God and his truth enlightning the underſtanding, 
as. As 26-18, Fſal. tog. 105, 130. Of both which we, aſſerted 
him the Author, as included in his lighting men; au anſwer 
fall and faire beyond exception, yet they uſeing nothing 
but craft and ſabtlety, inſtead of fimplicity would have had 
us to have ſaid that ſome particular ſtream of light was n 
turall and ſpirituall, though they could not drive us thereto hy all 
theic wrangling; but they themſe lves maniſeſt ed their decit ſur 
cher in ſaying that men have ſome light, ſeed or principle in 
them before the word is ſowne in their hearts (Mat. 13. 19.) to 
mike them capable of receiving ii when ſown ; (agreeing here- 
in with them that ſay ſome of the reliques of Gods divine Image 
were left in men at the fall) againſt which we proved that the 
light and word ſent, doch as well bring capacity (through the 
ſpiric).to receive ic, as it is the thing to be received ; as well 
opens the eye to ſec, which before was blind and incapable of 
ſceing, as brings light to it to be ſeen by it, and turnes it to ic 
that it may ſee it: that man indeed hach naturally, as a man a 
ſpirit, mind, and confcience, e of being inlightened, and 
choca called the candle of the Lord, Prov, 20. 27. But that 
naturally it is as a candle out, or unlighted, or without capacity 
to light it ſelſe, but muſt be lighted of the Lord before is have 
any true light in it, Pſal. 18. 28. We told them alſo that though 
C'rift is a witneſſe or teſtimony in the light and influences of his 
ſpirit to all men in due time, 1 Tim. a. 5, 6. Yet for ſo mach as all 
men receive not him and his light, therefore all men have not his 
light in them, as IIa. 8. 20, They that ſpeake not according to 
this word, (of the Law and teſtimony) it is becauſe there 
is no light in them, here George Whitebead ſnewing himſelf a ſchole 
ler replyed, that he had read it in the Laine, non eft lux matut ina in 
iu, that che word fignifies no morning light ( though I feare * be · 
yed 
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lyed ſome Pgeiſts in ſay ing, he had heard ſome of! them ſay Hat

So that if there 
be no morning lightin man, there is none of his light who is 
the morning light; it was ſaid, there might be ſome evening 
light in them, but not proved, and we might ask what light 
the evening hath different from what ſni one in che morning, that 
may be likened to the light of Chriſt? onely the light is going 
away in the evening, and then comes darkneſſe : but George 
Hhitebeaddenyed that the light of Chriſt it ever wholly taken 
away ſrom any man, though they tell Mr; Townſend in a railing 
banks againſt him, that the light was wholly departed from - 
him, and that it may be ſo from ſage, we ſhewed in thoſe that 
are given upto a reprobate mind, or a mind voyd of judgement, 
Rom, 12, 28. Tbe faidiGeorge aſſerted further that the Tight is 
ſome mens condemnation, whereas Chriſt ſalth t the con- 
demnation chat light ie can into the world, and men love 
darkneſſe rather then light, and not that the light is or ſhall be 
their condemnation, but condemner rather; yet that laſt ſaying 
of his may in ſome ſenſe be afferted, as the octafion of a thing 
ſometimes in the ſcrĩpture language is put'for, and called by the 
name of the thing occaſioned by it, but in l the re ſt let the Rea- 
der judge whether theſe people called Quakers be not a dangerous 
people ſull of wickedneſſe and deceit, men of corrupt minde, 
and ſuch as the Apoſtles wills us to account aceurſed, G4. 1. 8, 9. 
Becauſe ſpeaking and presching otherwiſe then they have 
reached, exalting that under che name of Chriſt, even the 
light in every mans conſcience, which they never fo exalted; 
and in the mean time ſecretly'and dangeronfly corrupting men 
from Chriſt, and from the faith and knowledg of him, which is: 
the knowledge of him to falvationy/ dictating another that is 


nor, nor ever was in the ſtead thereof, 
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We might have here added à further demonſtratiot of chelt 
deceits and delufions ou of James Naylors Book, called Love te 
the loſt, in the Chapter about here he diſcovers 
more fully che miſtery of their deceir both in telling as the ſeed 
to which the promiſe was made, and which few kriow, is a cer- 
tain fred or principle in Man, deſiring to follow after God, and 
to be free from fin, when as che Apoftle plainly tels tis, Gal. 3. 
16, 18. that the ſeed to which the promiſe is made is Chrifl, 
and ſo he confounds the Redecmer, and thing to be redeemed 3 
for the thing to be redcemed is clearly in Scripture Man-kind, 
not ſome ſeed or principle-in Man, but Men themſelves, bodies 
and ſpirits, Pſal. 31. 5. thou haft redeemed ir; my ſpirit, Rom. 
8. 23. with Phil. 3.21. we wait for the Adoption, the Redem- 
ption of our Body, and Chrift gave Himſelfe a ranſome or price 
of Redemption (not for ſome good ſeed or principle in Men, 
dcfiring after fre edome to ſerve God; but) for all Men, and in 
due time dyed for the ungodly; but by Fames Naylor the ſame 
ſced that cryes after Redemption, we arc alſo to look for, and 
receive all our wiſedome and ſtrength from; and in the ſame 
Chapter a little after, that is the ſeed of Alrabam, & which 
Chriſt tas: according to thefleſh, ſo that there we have his 
miſtery of Chriſt comming in the flefty namely his or the lights 
taking upon it, or joyning it ſelfe with that ſecd or principle in

as, it was his body buryed in the Sepulchre aſter his bloud was ſhed that 
the Nomen went to an int, and of which the Angels ſaid, be is riſen, be 
is not bere ; we never read that they went to ſee what was become of bis 
bloud that was fred, Mark. 16.1.6. Lk. 24. 1-6. 70b.20.1-2.3.13. 
Nor doe the Apoſtles afterward in any of their Diſconrſes about the Re- 
ſurrection ſpeaks of any thing but that which was buryed, and his ſoule 
not left in Hell. as is to be ſeen, Acl. 2.23. 24.3 1.32. & 10.39.40. & 
13.29.30 1 Cor. 15. 4. #0 mention of bis bloud reunited ; Tea our Sa- 
wrour him ſelſe mentioning in his raiſed body fleſh, and bones( that which 
was buryed in the Sepulchre) mithant menti n of bis blond, Luk. 24.39. 
and that his fide where he was peirced, and out of which there came out 
bloud and water was open or uncloſed aſter his Reſurrection; as ap- 
peares in that he ſaid to Thomas, reach hither thy hand, and thruit it 
into my ſide, Fb. 19 34. & 20.27. As alſo the Apoſtle implying 4 

that the raiſed bed) in the Reſurreftion ſtall not be fleſh and bloud, 
though the ſame that now is ſo: 1 Cor: 15.
